Background 
In the summer of 2000, the Louisiana’s Department of Transportation and Development (DOTD) 
initiated an effort to update its existing transportation plan, the 1996 Statewide Intermodal 
Transportation Plan (SITP).  This effort has been underway for over two years and through the 
coordinated efforts and involvement of the department staff, advisory councils and LIIEP 
Commission the draft Plan has been completed.  The Louisiana Statewide Transportation Plan 
(LSTP) builds upon the previous plan and important transportation improvements that have taken 
place in recent years.  The updated Plan identifies needed transportation improvements and will 
be used in determining how the state should approach transportation investment through the year 
2030. 

The Statewide Transportation Plan identifies the policies, programs and projects that are needed 
to improve existing and future transportation conditions throughout Louisiana, as well as 
strengthen the state’s economy and improve the quality of life for Louisiana citizens.  The plan is 
multimodal and includes an overview of existing transportation conditions, an analysis of future 
needs, results of the statewide travel demand model for the highway network in the year 2030, 
recommendations for each mode of transportation and fiscally constrained revenue scenarios with 
specific program elements. 

Public involvement was instrumental in the preparation of the draft Plan and included extensive 
activities to involve public agencies and stakeholders in the development of the plan.  Public 
involvement activities included an initial transportation conference, which was held in 
July/August 2000 with the purpose of introducing stakeholders to the Plan update and seeking 
input on major transportation issues throughout the state, meetings with the eight transportation 
advisory councils, several newsletters and a website.  The Louisiana Investment in Infrastructure 
for Economic Prosperity (LIIEP) Commission served as the policy committee for the Plan Update 
and guided the overall planning process. 

Second Statewide Conference 
The second Statewide Conference served as part of the extensive public outreach program with 
the purpose of presenting the draft Plan.  The conference allowed stakeholders and key agencies 
to view the draft Statewide Transportation Plan and provide comments on the plan’s 
recommendations.  The conference also served as the formal kick-off of the public comment 
period for the Plan. 

Presentation of the draft Statewide Transportation Plan 
The conference was attended by 190 people including representatives from all modes of 
transportation, state and federal agencies, elected officials, members of the business community 
and other interest groups.  Following opening remarks by Ken Perret, DOTD Assistant Secretary 
of Planning and Programming, Dale Janik and Butch Babineaux of the Wilbur Smith Associates 
Consultant Team presented an extensive overview of the results of the Statewide Transportation 
Plan.  The overview included an explanation of the funding scenarios, results of the statewide 
transportation model and a detailed presentation of the recommendations for each mode of 
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transportation.  Prior to lunch Dr. Kam K. Movassaghi, Secretary, DOTD addressed the audience 
and stressed the importance of the Plan to the economic prosperity and well being of Louisiana. 

Pending Federal Legislation 
During lunch Carla Berroyer with Wilbur Smith Associates gave a presentation entitled “Beyond 
TEA-21 Federal Transportation Legislation, What’s Going to Happen?  The presentation 
highlighted key issues related to the expiration and reauthorization of TEA-21, federal aviation 
programs, AMTRAK and SEA-21. 

Open House 
The afternoon of January 9th served as an open house for the draft Plan and provided attendees the 
opportunity to review key recommendations of the Plan and to ask specific questions and discuss 
details of the Plan with the Wilbur Smith Associates Consultant Team and DOTD staff.  The 
room was divided into seven stations, one for each mode of transportation and was staffed with at 
least one representative of the consulting team specializing in that mode.  Presentation boards 
highlighting the results of the needs analysis and key recommendations were located at each 
station.  The open house allowed for a more detail review of the results of the draft Plan and for 
one-on-one interaction with consultant team members.  Members of the consultant team present 
at each station included:

Open Forum 
The second day of the conference involved an open forum, which provided individuals the 
opportunity to make comments on the draft Statewide Transportation Plan to all attendees.  Dr. 
Eric Kalivoda opened the forum and advised attendees that this statewide conference was serving 
as the formal kick-off of the public comment period for the LSTP.  Also, he informed the 
audience that the DOTD will be conducting regional public meetings in the state’s nine 
metropolitan areas to present the Plan recommendations during February 2003.  As required by 
DOTD regulations, copies of the draft Report for the LSTP will be provided to all state public 
libraries prior to a formal 45-day review period.  He also stated that the draft Report will be 
placed on the project website (www.lastateplan.org). 

Comments received during the Public Forum session of the statewide conference are summarized 
as follows: 

• Mr. Malcom Morris, with the Greater Vernon Chamber of Commerce and representing 
the Gulf Coast Strategic Highway Commission, stated that all of the segments for the 
proposed Gulf Coast Strategic Corridor are now in some form of a transportation 
improvement priority plan except for the section of LA 8 between the Texas State line 
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and US 171.  Additionally, one of Texas’ proposed high speed corridors could terminate 
at the state line in Central Louisiana. The inclusion of this section of LA 8 in the 
Statewide Plan would eliminate this gap in the proposed Gulf Coast Strategic Corridor.  

• Mr. Carl Bauer with the Governor’s I-49 Task Force complimented the LSTP as great 
plan that is critical to the state’s economic development.  He commended the entire Study 
Team and stated that the challenge and focus should now be on informing all state 
legislators of the importance of securing the needed additional funding and implementing 
the plan recommendations. 

• Mr. Anthony Marino with the Baton Rouge Airport commended the Study Team and the 
recommendations of the LSTP. 

• Mr. Louis Bangma with the Louisiana Association of Railroad Passengers stated a slight 
disappointment that none of the recommended mega highway improvements addressed 
alternative modes of transportation and particularly the need for increased public transit 
in the state.  He stated that rail (instead of air) would better facilitate the need for 
improved intrastate travel in Louisiana.  LADOTD should develop a specific proposal to 
address the need for improved passenger rail in the state. 

• Mr. R. J. Goebel with the Capital Area Regional Planning Commission (Baton Rouge 
MPO) stated that the LSTP was an excellent effort that sets statewide transportation 
improvement priorities.  He looks forward to the LADOTD further engaging the MPO 
and other major Baton Rouge stakeholders in the upcoming regional public meetings as 
he envisions some adjustments will be recommended. 

• Mr. Kevin Ghirardi with the Houma-Thibodaux MPO commended the study and 
appreciated the openness of LADOTD and the Study Team throughout the study. 

• Mr. Jim Harvey with the Regional Planning Commission (New Orleans MPO) 
complimented the LADOTD on the development of the Plan and indicated it was truly 
the first collaborative effort with major transportation stakeholders throughout the state. 

• Mr. Kent Rogers, Executive Director with the Northwest Louisiana Council of 
Governments (Shreveport MPO), commended the study and stated that this was an 
excellent plan that involved the input and participation of the established Advisory 
Councils.  He also stated it was critical to find the additional funds needed to fund the 
Plan recommendations.  Also, it should be made clear that the Priority “A” and Priority 
“B” mega highway improvements can be funded with both state and federal funds. 

• Mr. Dennis Woodward with the Lincoln Parish Police Jury, felt that certain highways 
currently under capacity are not addressed in the Plan.  All existing highway problems 
should be identified in the Plan even if funds are not readily available. 

 
Dr Kam Movassaghi, Secretary of DOTD, then closed the public forum and conference.  He 
expressed his sincere appreciation to entire Study Team, DOTD staff, FHWA, and the Advisory 
Council members for developing an excellent Plan.  This effort demonstrated a change in attitude 
on how the state now does business – MPOs and DOTD are truly partners and control the destiny 
of developing an efficient transportation system for the State of Louisiana.  

Dr. Movassaghi indicated that he believed the LSTP was “the best plan yet”, but like any plan it 
is not considered perfect or without the need for future updates.  He stated his confidence that the 
LIIEP Commission would adopt the Plan in late March 2003 and would provide the assistance 
and guidance needed to move the Plan and its implementation through the State Legislature.

BACKGROUND
In July 2000, the DOTD initiated an effort to update the state’s long-range
transportation plan.  The planning process has its foundation in public
involvement; this has been accomplished through an extensive outreach
program that included an initial transportation conference, consultations with
eight advisory councils, a website, and several newsletters.  The planning
process has been guided by the Louisiana Investment in Infrastructure for
Economic Prosperity (LIIEP) Commission created through Act 437.

Now that a draft plan has been developed, the LIIEP Commission authorized
the DOTD to initiate the public review and comment phase of the planning
process beginning with a statewide conference in Baton Rouge on January 9
and 10, 2003.  The conference will be followed by presentations of the plan in
each region of Louisiana and distribution of the draft plan to every public
library in the state.  The plan will also be posted on the website.

The updated Louisiana Statewide Transportation Plan includes the policies,
programs, and projects that are needed to strengthen the state’s economy and
improve the quality of life for Louisiana citizens.  It addresses the movement
of people and freight across all modes of transportation.

OVERVIEW
The plan includes four revenue scenarios over a 30-year period:
Scenario 1A - Existing revenues, no inflation adjustments.

• Most existing programs would slowly decrease in base year (i.e., year
2002) dollars since inflation is outpacing revenue growth.

• Other than the projects included in the TIMED program, increases
investments in the capacity of the state highway system would be
eliminated after the year 2010; all highway revenues would be focused
on maintaining and operating the present system.

Scenario 1B – Existing revenues, inflation adjustments in years 11 & 21.
• Most programs would be maintained at their current level in base

year dollars.
• Investments in capacity projects would be reduced by 20 percent

after the year 2010 due to the maintenance needs of the current system.
Scenario 2 – Enhanced state funding

• Increase in state transportation revenues of $250 million annually in
year 1 with inflation adjustments in years 11 and 21.

• Significant improvement in transportation facilities and services would
be achieved.

Scenario 3 – Enhanced state and federal funding
• Increase of $250 million per year in state revenues and $150 million

annually  in federal highway funds in year 1 with inflation adjustments
in years 11 and 21.

• Additional improvements in highway facilities above Scenario 2
would be implemented
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
